BLOCKS, STICKS, 
AND PORTIONS 

The block sho rt age continu ed to 
worsen in J un e co mpared with a yea r 
ago, a lth ough th e re was some ve ry 
sli ght improve ment in holdin gs fr o m 
th e prev iou mo nth (T a ble 7). 

Tight Supplies, Heavy Demands Are the Ru le 

Impo rted block prices had been 
soari ng a ll yea r (Tabl e 8). a nd by 
June th e margin between th e raw ma­
te ri a l (block ) and th e fi n ished goods 
(s ti c k and porti o ns) had na rrowed to 
a po int where th e re placement co t 
of th e raw mate ri a l was hi gher th a n 
the revenu e rece i ved fro m sales of 
the fi ni shed goods (F igure I). T he 
a nn oun cement of th e pri ce freeze in 
ea rl y June placed sti c ks and po rti on 
produce rs In a cos t-price squeeze 
since im ported block pri ces we re free 
to inc rease whil e sti ck a nd po rt io n 
prices re mai ned fixed un de r th e freeze 
regul a tio ns. 

FISH FILLETS 

Sup plies of majo r groun dfish fi ll ets 
(cod . flounder , haddock, and ocean 
perch) avai lable fo r consu mpti o n in 
Ju ne were well a bove a year ago 
(T able I). Gai ns in consu mptio n of 
fi ll ets , however, fe ll fa r short of match­
in g the increases expe ri enced o n th e 
su pp ly ide. T he result has been a 
la rge invent o ry buildu p of majo r fi ll e t 
ite ms durin g the fi rst ha lf of th e year . 

T he fac t th at consu mptio n ha no t 
kept pace with growing su pp li es does 
no t appea r to be close ly re lated to 
hi gher pri ces (T able 2) . Rather , tock­
piling of fi ll e ts appears to have be­
come a major in ve ntory st rategy th is 
year . Fill et in vento ri es a re now more 
th a n doubl e yea r ago levels (Tables 
3-6). In th e comin g months, th e meat 
and poultry sho rtage is ex pected to 
become acute. Demand fo r fi she ry 
produ cts, in turn , like ly will increa e 
and the heav ier in vent o ri es will be 
avail abl e to sati sfy a ny increase in 
demand. 

It i a lso ex pected th a t import price 

for fi ll ets , cod in pa rti cul a r , will in ­
crease fo r the fo ll owin g reasons: a) 
poor ca tches in mos t majo r su pplyi ng 
na ti o ns: b) strong worl d demand: a nd 
c ) continued curre ncy realignme nts. 

Gi ve n thi s outl ook, many U. S. 
processo rs , by purchasi ng heavi ly now, 
may be trying to hed ge aga inst futu re 

T here is littl e hope fo r immediate 
improveme nt in block suppl ies: how­
e\er, re laxa ti on of price controls in 
Phase IV wi ll perm it processors of 
st icks and po rti o ns to pass on some 
of their h igher raw material costs.

cans normall y account for a large 
portion o f production durin g good 
pack years, supplies thi s yea r cons ist 
pri marily of o ne-fourth and o ne-ha l f 
pound cans. The switch to packin g 
small e r sized cans is a n ap parent 
effort to increase the numbe r of units 
ava ilable for sale. 

With th e 1973 season's sa lm o n pack 
nea rl y complete, prelimin ary reports 
indicate th a t th e Alaskan pack reached 
onl y 531,000 sta nd ard cases through 
th e s ixth week of th e seaso n - down 
nea rl y 41 percent from the low pack 
in 1972. This was far below preseason 
estim ates of a six percent decline 
fro m 1972 . 

Pri ces a t all levels have been ex­
tremely hi gh recentl y as a result of 
th e poor packs in 1972 and 1973. Ex­
vessel prices had ge nera ll y stab ili zed 
a t 97 cents per pound throughout 
much of the la ndin gs season - 29 
percent above the previous yea r. H ow­
ever, they rose to $ I .02 as the season 
came to an end . 

Wholesale prices were likewise high . 
Pri ces for reds were $58 per case 
(48 I-Ib tails), during June (up 23 per­
cent), w hil e pink prices were stable 
at $47 ; a 25 percent increase above 
th e previous June. 

SHRIMP 

Suppli es of sh rimp avai lable fo r 
consum pti on remained well be low the 
previous yea r in June (Table II) as 
imports a nd landings were again off, 
causi ng June I inventories to be 
drawn be low 1972 for the first time 
thi s year . Although below the previous 
yea r , la ndin gs improved in June , giv­
ing some relief to the tight sup pl y 
situat io n th at had developed in the 
second quarter. The heavy flow of 
fresh water into the Gulf during the 
early sprin g apparen tl y has no t had a 
signifi cant adverse effect on this 
year 's shrimp crop as had been at first 
su ggested. I mports a lso conti nued to 
decline with total sh ipments off 35 
percent during June and 16 percent 
during the first half of the year. 

The effects of competi tion with th e

sonably but were nevertheless well 
above the previous year. Ret ai l price 
movements were mixed with large 
count shrimp decl inin g and medium 
count prices rising. 

Consumption of shrimp was unsea­
sonably high in June in spite of the 
relatively hi gh prices . June consump­
tion of 36.1 million pounds was on ly 
4 percent above June 1972 but was 
10 million pounds above the previous 
month. It appears that the publicity 
concerning hi gh meat prices has not 
aided sales significantly since the 
quantity consumed during the first

SCALLOPS 

On the basis of high inventories, 
suppli es of scallops in June were 42 
percent above the previous yea r (Table 
13). Although landings and imports 
were below the previous year in June, 
both were higher during the January­
June period , rising 5 and 27 percent 
res pecti vel y . 

Consumption during the month was 
off 2 I percent from 1972, probably 
th e resu lt of the high level of retail 
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price~ which were 15 percent above 
the previou~ yea r . Aga in , June did not 
renect the ~ix-month picture asJanuary­
Jun e co n ~ umption was 20 percent 
above 1972. 

Unlike retail prices , tho~e at the ex­
ve~~ I and whole~ale le veh were well 
below the previous ,ear (Table 14) .

SPINY LOBSTER TAILS 

Supplie of piny lobster were well 
below the previou year in June (Table 
17) as both holdings and imports were 
down. I nventorie , however. recorded 
a slightly larger increase than during 
the same month in 1972 as consump­
ti o n was off 22 percent. The increase 
in holdings indicates that high prices 
may be affecti ng demand somewhat. 
Prices for both warm-water a nd cold-
